Some day it may bn possible to 
predict and control the weather. 
This should hr a great help to 
the farmer, hut would apply only 
to production, not to demand. 
Government 
acreage 
control 
has helped the small farmer com­ 
pote against his bigger brother 
to restrict his output. 
This, how­ 
ever. B only a stop-gap measure 
and is unfair to the mass produc­ 
tion farmer because he cannot 
make full use of his facilities. This 
reduces his efficiency and ups his 
costs. 
Sonic 
day 
mechanized 
farmers will revolt ngninfit this 
artificial restriction in much the 
same 
manner 
as 
the 
discount 
houses are currently overthrow­ 
ing tho fair trade laws. 


Although 
the 
day of wholly 
mechanized farms is still in the 
distant future, some amazing de­ 
vices have develope! and are now 
in use. The farmer can now push 
a button to grind, mix and serve 
feed to a barnful of cows. 
Push­ 
ing another button changes the 
feed 
formula 
and 
the machine 
serves the hogs; pushing a third 
button prepares and serves feed 
o the chickens 
Talk about the 
big city automatic restaurants! 
Those who have done chores on a 
farm will readily appreciate the 
time 
and 
back-breaking 
labor 
these machines save, 
f forecast 
that women will supersede men 
n running certain farms. 


Another 
valuable 
machine 
is 
tho hay and grain diver, which 
toughly corresponds to the house­ 
wife’s clothes dryer. 
The dryer 
ti akes the farmer less dependent 
en the weather and lets him har­ 


vest at his convenience. It reduces 
spoilage and giv s him more value 
from his crop. 
In addition, there 
ore machines for planting, spray­ 
ing and harvesting, plus countless 
praetic al gadgets that make farm 
work more pleasant and efficient. 
I toreros! the future is bright 
fer farmers who have well located 
farms and will 
adopt the new 
equipment, and for the makers of 
this new f r:n equipment, hut I 
fear the da vs of many stubborn, 
small marginal farmers are num­ 
bered Fortunately, the impact of 
mechanization will 
be 
gradual, 
hut this is a problem which should 
he recognized and planned for 
now by the farmer and his chil­ 
dren. 
Government should get to­ 
gether with industry and try to 
make this transition as easy as 
possible 
Farm workers especial­ 
ly should face up to the situation 
realistically. 
In industry, the man who finds 
work in his own line diminishing 
turns to another type of business. 
He frequently does much better 
in the new endeavor. 
In this con­ 
nection, many small farmers and 
farm workers have nothing to 
lose. Most form people have char­ 
acter, courage and good health. 
They often have the advantage of 


being handy with tools. 
In plan­ 
ning 
and 
running their 
farms 
they have had valuable adminis- 
ti alive 
and supervisory experi­ 
ence. 
What dies this all mean? 
To me it means that one of the 
farmer's sons or daughters might 
do well to adopt the new condi­ 
tions and remain with the farm; 
but the “ hired men’’ with ambi­ 
tion had better get. jobs elsewhere. 
Employers may well use the ‘‘Help 
Wanted*' ads in farm areas as job 
opportunities arise.

Crops in Critical Stage as 
Weather Holds Panacea

The 
tops of tho jars must be free from 
nicks to insure s seal. 
Most people today seem to be 
using the two-piece self-seal lid 
This has a metal disc and metal 
ring. 
It is self-sealing as the jar 
cools after processing. Screw lids 
down tightly before placing in 
pressure canner or water bath 
Do not tighten upon removal from 
canner.

Farm income has declined on 
an average about eight per cent 
since 1951* This (locime has been 
felt by all fanners, but particular­ 
ly by the smaller operators whose 
costs are high. 
Some have had 
to close up shop. 
Those in the 
‘‘duts bowl1’ area were dealt an­ 
other severe blow recently when 
federal crop insurance was dis­ 
continued 
in 
certain 
sections. 
Withdrawal of this in SUI'an co will 
be felt especially by the sm all 
marginal farmer. 
Banks which 
heretofore have been willing to 
make loans to marginal fanners 
with 
crop insurance 
protection 
are now neither Willing nor able 
to risk their depositors’ 
funds 
Some day it may bo possible to 
predict and control tFro weather 
This should he a groat help to 
the farmer, bul would apply only 
to production, not to demand. 


Government 
acreage 
control 
has helped the small farmer com­ 
pete against his bigger brother 
to restrict his output. 
This, how 
ever, is only a stop rap measure 
end is unfair to tho mass produc­ 
tion 
f irmer because 
he cannot 
make full use of his facilities. This 
reduces his efficiency and ups his 
costs. 
Some 
day 
mechanized 
fanners will revolt against this 
artificial restriction in much the 
same 
manner 
as 
the 
discount 
houses are currently 
overthrow2- 
ing the fair trade laws. 


Although the 
day 
of wholly 
mechanized farms is still in the 
distant fu tu re , some amazing do­ 
pers have develope I and are now 
in use. The farmer can now push 
i button to grind, mix and serve 
feed to a barnful of cows. 
Push­ 
ing another button changes the 
feed formula and 
the machine 
serves tho hogs; pushing a third 
button prepares and serves feed

Those who have done chores on a 
farm will readily appreciate the

roughly corresponds to the house­ 
wife’s clothes dryer.

It reduces 
spoilage and gives him more value 
from his crop. 
In addition, there 
are machines for planting, spray­ 
ing and harvesting, plus countless 
idgets that make farm 
pleasant and efficient, 


t the future is bright 
who have well located 
harms and will adopt the new 
equipment, and for the makers of 
this n< w f i rn equipment, but I 
fear the da vs of many stubborn, 
small marginal farmers are num­ 


bered. Fortunately, the impact of 
mechanization will 
be 
gradual, 
hut this is a problem which should 
he recognized 
and planned for 
now by the farmer and his chil­ 
dren, 
Government should get to­ 
gether with industry and try to 
make this transition rn 
possible. 
Farm workers 
should face up to the 
realistically. 
In industry, the man who finds 
work in his own line diminishing 
turns to another type of business. 
fie frequently does much better 
in the new endeavor. In this con­ 
nection, many small farmers and 
farm workers have nothing to 
lose, Most farm people have char­ 
acter, courage and good health. 
They often have the advantage of 


being handy with tools. 
In plan­ 
ning 
and 
tunning their 
farms 
they have had valuable adminis­ 
trative 
and supervisory experi­ 
ence, 
What does this all mean? 
To me it means that one of the 
farmer’s sons or daughters might 
do well to adopt the new condi­ 
tions and remain with the farm; 
but the "hired rru n” with ambi­ 
tion had better get jobs elsewhere.
